Dr. Charles Pellegrino spoke about 
"Ethics in Technology” today in Rogers 
Student Center. 

Pellegrino is known as the "Father 
of Jurassic Park” because both Michael 
Crichton’s novel and Steven Spiel¬ 
berg’s film were based on his theories 
and speculations about cloning dino¬ 
saurs from DNA trapped in amber. 

Pellegrino does not believe we 
should clone humans, and does not 
think most countries, including the U.S., 
ever will. 

Author of 1 1 books, Pellegrino has 
a record high option from Warner Broth¬ 
ers for "Dust” the novel he is finishing 
which they may make into a movie. 

Pellegrino helped design the 
Valkyrie antimatter rocket which may

allow future interstellar travel at 92 
percent of light speed. He has also 
worked on self replicating robot technol¬ 
ogy and artificial intelligence. 

As a lead archaeologist exploring 
the remains of the Titanic, he discov¬ 
ered a new life form clinging to the hull 
which had previously been dismissed 
as mineral formations. 

Pellegrino and an archaeological 
team discovered a lost Minoan city on 
the volcanic island of Thera which 
erupted in 1628 B.C. The team found 
evidence of advanced building tech¬ 
niques, flush toilets and central heat¬ 
ing, causing Pellegrino to wonder how 
advanced we might be now if that civi¬ 
lization had not been destroyed. 

"He’s like the Indiana Jones of pa¬ 
leontology,” Student Activities Direc¬ 
tor Scott Nalley said.

“This is certainly an outstanding 
achievement for the students.. . and for 
the college as well,” Skoog said. 


"It will still benefit us now because we 
will raise our standards... because we 
will be in competition with UTT.” 

UTT wanted 
TJC to follow their 
government, con- 
trolling tuition and 
business. TJC 
wanted to protect 
students by main¬ 
taining a com¬ 
munity-minded in¬ 
stitution. 

"We cannot af¬ 
ford to keep passing 
finances over to stu¬ 
dents and taxpay¬ 
ers,” Crowe said. 

After four 
months’ delibera¬ 
tion and a few 
failed proposals, 
UTT is again mov¬ 
ing to downward expand. 

"I think that in six or seven years 
when the university (UTT) is flounder¬ 
ing, we’ll do all this again, but I may be 
wrong,” Crowe said. "They may have 
students flocking.”

Board seeks changed legislation 

The Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board 
voted against the proposed downward expansion of 
UT Tyler as proposed in Senate Bill 840 introduced by 
Sen. Bill Ratliff. 

TJC President Dr. William R. Crowe said he was not 
surprised at the results, but the Board has no real 
effect on the decision. He said the Bill will have no 
problems passing in either House. 

Crowe sent letters to the TJC Family which said he 
has as much right to tell UT how to run their institution 
as they would have in telling him.

1 
was disappointed after the first 
paragraph when, instead of a 
review, 1 found little more 
than name-calling. 

1 find it offensive that these 
students based their attacks on 
two exercises. Why did they 
fail to review our End of the 
Semester Exhibit when we put 
our ARTWORK on display? 

One review was over the 
Design I Shape Exhibit. De¬ 
sign I is about exploring art’s 
principles through projects cre¬ 
ated with two-dimensions. 


Each work was successful if 
shape was the dominant ele¬ 
ment. Such an assignment has 
limitations. To treat these 
works as though we expected 
them to appear in a gallery 
opening was ludicrous. 

The students who reviewed 
the Drawing II class said only 
one drawing was good. This 
led me to believe these “writ¬ 
ers” only saw what they wanted 
to see. Their bitterness gave 
me the idea they had bad atti¬ 
tudes about the assignment. 

In order to publish oneself 
as an art critic, a writer is say¬ 
ing he is an expert whose opin¬ 
ions are worthy of publication. 
This was not apparent in their 


commentaries which failed to 
include any mention of art prin¬ 
ciples, composition, etc. 

Art students work hard to 
learn their craft. Most of us 
take what we are doing seri¬ 
ously. To flippantly dismiss 
that in the paper was detest¬ 
able. If prospective students 
saw that article, it would be 
poor advertising for our school. 
Is public relations not one pur¬ 
pose of the school paper? I 
wonder how your advertisers 
would feel about a portion of 
their customers being alienated 
by your paper.

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Psychology students learn research skills

Psychology Instructor 
Joy Watson is teaching her 
students about research by 
taste testing soft drinks. 

“My students need to 
know psychology is a sci¬ 
ence, even if they do not 
plan to become scientists,” 
Watson said. “What they 
read in newspapers and see 
on television is based on 
good research.” 

Watson cited the chemi¬ 
cal effects on Desert Storm 
soldiers. Many governmen¬ 
tal officials have denied 
chemicals caused illnesses 
and disabilities hundreds 
have experienced. Military 
officers did not give enough 
troops information. Now 
some are changing their 


minds, making information 
public as veterans press for 
the truth. 

“My goal in talking about 
research is to give students 
enough information so they 
can evaluate what they read 
and hear, ’’Watson said. “The 
the best way to get students 
actively involved in research 
was to perform an experi- 
mentcalled ThePespi Chal¬ 
lenge." 

Earlier this semester 
Watson challenged students 
to see if they could tell the 
difference between Coke 
and Pepsi. She covered the 
names of soft drinks the stu¬ 
dents tasted. Three of five 
studentscould not tell if they 
weredrinking Coke or Pepsi 
by the taste. 

“The experiment let stu¬ 


dents enjoy an assignment 
and do something different 
in the classroom, ” Watson 
said. 

In another experiment, 
the students divided into 
groups of four or five, asked 
two men and two women, 
"what do you think are the 
three biggest problems in 
America" and "what do you 
think are three greatest 
things about America?" 

They found racism to be 
the greatest problem and 
weak government was 
next, teen pregnancy, drug 
use, unemployment and 
gang violence all tied for 
third. 

Students found the three 
greatest things about 
America are: freedom of 
speech, religion, press, right 


to own and operate your 
own business and freedom 
to live in a free society. 

Watson had secretly set 
up a mock Texas Psycho¬ 
logical Association Conven¬ 
tion held at Radison Hotel in 
Dallas. Each group selected 
a card to determine which 
university they would rep¬ 
resent as researchers. The 
students chose Rice, Texas 
A&M and Southern Meth¬ 
odist University. 

Watson's students found 
this to be a great teaching 
experience. “Never have I 
witnessed such a great idea 
in teaching. Teachers I had 
in the past just stood in front 
of a blackboard and bored us 
to death with rhetoric and 
redundancies,” Student 
George McKinney said. 


Steele teaches ethics to students 


Dr. Bob Steele told stu¬ 
dents, faculty and visitors 
that because journalists 
“are not good enough at 
what they do, ethics prob¬ 
lems arise.” 

He used slides to show 
news involvingethicscon- 
flicts and emphasized the 
importance of journalists 
striving for excellence in 
everything they do. 

"It is a journalist’s duty 
to help us understand and 
explain everything from 
DN A to the CI A- most of al 1 
crime, the government and 
economic issues," he said.

Many journalists aren't 
doing this because they fo¬ 
cus on what they “think” the 
public wants to hear. Jour¬ 
nalists should be faulted for 
not writing enough about 
important topics such as chil¬ 
dren, economics and sci¬ 
ence. 

“Journalists should ex¬ 
plain to the public more 
about why and how they do 
their jobs. Time, accuracy 
and misinformation are 
challenges journalists face 
in their pursuit of the truth. 

There is nothing easy 
about journalism, he said, 
especially when dealing, 
with hot topics such as 
abortion, violence, immigra¬ 
tion, homosexuality and re¬ 
ligion. Stories about the 
Oklahoma City bombing and

the crash of TWA-800 in 
which 229 people died are 
difficult to cover sensitivly. 

Some reporters today 
don’t care about tragedy vic¬ 
tims they interview. They 
show no compassion or un¬ 
derstanding, just their need 
to get their story into print, 
he said in the student enrich¬ 
ment series program. 

It is impossible to 
achieve balance in a single 
story when not two, but nu¬ 
merous sides are involved. 
Overtime, more balance and 
accurate coverage can be 
done in a series of stories. 

Covering racial matters 
is tough, Steele said because 
racial tension is so sensitive 
in America. 

Ethics program director 
at the Poynter Institute for 


Media Studies in St. Peters¬ 
burg, Fla., Steele teaches 
ethics to public school and 
college students and to me¬ 
dia professionals from all 
over the world. 

He went to Denver from 
Tyler to consult with report¬ 
ers and editors covering the 
JonBenet Ramsey murder. 

Steele explained ethical 
problems modern technol¬ 
ogy can create. Digital or 
darkroom distortion of pho¬ 
tos allows the press to 
change film images. 

During a seminar with 
journalism students, Steele 
talked about if or when it is 
okay to alter a story or a 
picture. He said journalists 
should not alter a story be¬ 
cause it damages their cred¬ 
ibility.

A Japanese wookblock 
print exhibit continues un¬ 
til April 13 at Tyler Mu¬ 
seum of Art. 

Woodcut a relief 
printmaking method, a 
wood block is carved to 
leave the image areas 
raised. This technique re¬ 
quires careful design 
planning and bcutting 
blocks. 

These prints are rough 
textured in bold blues, 
purples and reds. For 
multi-color printing, the 
artist must cut one block 
for each color in the print. 
Blocks are printed one 
color at a time on each 
sheet of paper, each care¬ 
fully aligned with the oth¬ 
ers. 

In 1845, Toykuni 
Utagawa depicted every¬ 
day situations and made 
them stand out by using 
the right blend of color, 
balance and texture. 

“Young Beauty” 
shows a young Japa¬ 
nese woman clipping her 
toe nails. 

In “A Mother and Her 
Babe” a Japanese mother 
cares of her child. 

Woodblock artists put 
their names in the prints. 
It might be on a banner in 
the background or in a 
large, empty space.

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Holden stresses 'empathy, not sympathy' 


The media makes the wheel¬ 
chair look like just a step above 
the electric chair, disability 
advocate Henry Holden said. 

Describing himself as “for¬ 
tunate enough to contract po¬ 
lio” at age 4, Holden embraces 
his disability and uses comedy 
to help others understand how 
much people with disabilities 
can do. He boasts he is as good 
or better than any other athlete. 
He skis, scuba dives, bowls 
and plays wheelchair basket¬ 
ball in a league he created. 

“A wheelchair or crutch is 
not a confining element,” 
Holden, emphasizing his purple 
crutches and witty style, said. 
“It gives freedom and accessi¬ 
bility ” 

Most Americans do not 
know how to deal with disabil¬ 
ity. We seldom see disabled 
people in the news, magazines, 
TV or movies, yet 49 million 
disabled persons live in 
America, Holden said. 

Instead of saying someone

is “confined to a wheelchair,” 
Holden prefers the phrase “uses 
a wheelchair.” Our attitudes are 
shaped by what we see and 
hear about 
wheelchairs 
and people who 
use them. 

“Inclusion” 
is Holden’s 
favorite term 
about the dis¬ 
abled. “Use em¬ 
pathy, not sym¬ 
pathy,” he said. 

Seeking to 
change the 
negative stereo¬ 
types people as¬ 
sociate with dis- 
abilities, Holden scours news¬ 
papers and magazines for ar- 
ticlescontaining phrases or pho¬ 
tographs that put the disabled 
in a negative light. When he 
finds even one sentence that 
offends him, he writes letters 
to the editor and publisher ex¬ 
pressing his displeasure. 


Holden concedes some 
media and businesses have 
made strides in portraying the 
disabled more positively. Tar¬ 
get, Wal-Mart 
K-Mart and 
Sears ads fea¬ 
ture men and 
women using 
wheelchairs. 

“Havingadis- 
ability does not 
make you 
deadly,” 
Holden said. “It 
makes you dif¬ 
ferent.” In¬ 
stead of pitying 
people with 
disabilities, re¬ 
porters and others should see 
them as equals. 

Of his many television ap¬ 
pearances, including “Knots 
Landing” and “T.J. Hooker,” 
his favorite was play ing aclown 
on “Kids Incorporated.” 
Clowns are a symbol of laugh¬ 
ter and realism. If a person with 


a disability plays a clown then 
people can see they are equal to 
themselves. 

Holden critisized The Jerry 
Lewis Telethon, perhaps TV’s 
most visible program that por¬ 
trays people with disabilities. 

Holden says Lewis preys 
on peoples’ guilt. Guilt and pity 
are not reasons to give money 
to help other people. 

Holden wrote a letter to 
United Airlines asking why 
they did not use people with 
disabilities in their commer¬ 
cials. United Airlines replied 
they had only 27 seconds to 
deliver a message and putting a 
disabled person in their com¬ 
mercials would be an intrusion 
on the viewers’ time. People 
with disabilities are no more an 
intrusion than white, black or 
Hispanic people or people of 
any race or gender, he said. 

Holden’s message was clear 
-everyone needs to look within 
and make this world one of 
equality for all people.

Lee drops Apaches in post season

The Apaches lost a close 
game to Lee College in the 
first round of Region XIV 
State Basketball Tournament 
play. Their 69-66 loss ended a 
season that never lived up to 
their No. 1 pre-season ranking. 

The Apaches stayed close 
despite a 10-point first quarter 
Lee scoring run. Top scorers 
were Jermaine Ousley with 17 
and 9 rebounds, Tony 
Mayfield, 19 with 3 steals and 
Rob Turner, 13, in his first 
game after breaking a finger 
Feb. 12. 

In later play, Lee lost to 
Navarro College and Navarro 
fell to San Jacinto College who 
will represent the region in 
national playoffs. 

Despite injuries and other 
distractions, the Apaches 
finished the season with 20 


wins and 10 losses 

Going into the tourney, 
Head Coach Fred Rike felt 
pretty good about their chances 
in the post season. 

"If we can get past that first 
game and get Rob (Turner) 
going, we should be all right," 
Rike said. 

The Apaches managed to 
hang on without Turner, their 
leading scorer, as they dropped 
a heart breaker to Navarro 
College, dumped Paris Junior 
College, lost a surprising game 
to Angelina College, and 
finished off regular season 
with a win over Lee. 

The offense was never the 
same without Turner, who was 
averaging 21 points a game be¬ 
fore he was hurt. 

In three losses without 
Turner, the Apaches gave up 81 
points per game,but held 
opponents to 60 points in each of 
their three wins. 


Bottom line—defense was 
their key to success. 

“We've struggled scoring 
without Rob in the lineup, so 
our defense has had to be 
perfect,” Rike said. 

Despite a slow start in a 79- 
78 loss at home to Navarro, 
TJC managed 25 first half 
points, but got killed as 
Navarro snatched rebounds 
The Apaches dug themselves 
into a 21-point hole before 
Eliran Guetta began launching 
three-pointers to spark a 
comeback that closed the gap. 

Mayfield’s late three- 
pointer sent the game into 
overtime. Despite two more 
Mayfield three-pointers, 
Navarro held on to win. 

Guetta and Mayfield each 
ended up with 18 points, 
Rodney Fields added 16 and 
Ousley scored 13. 

TJC did not need much 
offense to snub Paris Junior 


College, 69-51, in Paris. They 
held Paris to a suffocating 15 
points in first half. 

Fields led scoring with 18, 
Ousley put up 13 points and 13 
rebounds, Guetta connected on 
four from long range for 12 
points and Steven Eldridge 
added 10. 

The Apaches could have 
clinched third place in the TEC 
with a win over Angelina, but 
lost 83-73. 

This loss tied TJC with 
Angelina for the third spot. 
Guetta's hot hand connected 
on six from behind the three- 
point arc to finish with 19. 
Wade Mason added 14, Ousley 
12 plus 15 rebounds and Fields 
chipped in 10. 

The Apaches finished their 
regular season with a big 85-82 
win at home over Lee. Ousley 
led scoring with 26, Mayfield 
added 19 and Guetta 16, 
including 4 treys. 


Hardballers sweep 2, split 1

“It was better to see live pitching,”

TJC escaped two tough battles with 
two wins, 7-4,8-7, last Monday over North 
Central Texas College. Both games 
seasawed until late innings. TJC tallied 
nine hits total in Game 1 with doubles 
from key hitters Chris Hottman and Jeff 
Hoefler. In the nightcap, starting Apaches 
pitcher Chuck Talley gave up seven runs 
in six innings before Paco Escamilla 
replaced him. 

“Paco came in and shut things down,” 
Groth said, inspiring the Apaches' 9-8 
mark. 

TJC split a doubleheader with Cedar 
Valley last Wednesday to make up earlier 
rainouts. The Apaches fell behind early in 
the first game and never recovered, losing 
7-4. 

In a second tough game the Apaches 
were behind until the ninth when a 4-3 
score gave Escamilla his second victory. 
Chris Cox and Hottman each hit doubles 
to lead the scoring.
